It. was 
thought desirable that the Indians 
should get full value*for the property 
cand the owners of cottages should be 
able to own the land as well. A. sale 
of the lots will be held about the imid- 
dle of June, subject to an upset price 
fixed by the department. 
‘Pigeon Lake is about 26 miles due 
west of Wetaskiwin.. There is a good 
motor‘road all the way. The lake is 
a very beautiful body. of excellent 
water. At one time there was a pro- 
ject of bringing Edmonton's wated 
supply from the lake by gravity. It 
is over 600 feet higher than Edmon- 
ton. 

The lake is twelve miles long ;by 
six miles wide. It is one of ‘the most 
prolific whitefish lakes in Alberta, 
It ‘ig the chief source of the Battle 
River.

rains at Peaea River an! at Berwyn 
and in other sections of ihe north. 
T.ecay rain is falling at Edmonton and 
showers are reported as fay south as 
Red Deer. Last week frost was report- 
ed from some sections, but only in 
one or two spots was any damage to 
young crops reported. 

From nearly all points in southern 
Alberta a large inerease in the 2cre- 
age sown to vodder crops is reported. 
Considerable new alfalfa acreage has 
been sown, also a large acraage of 
corn and sunflowers, indicating that 
farmers are giving more attention to 
fodder crops and to dairying. Sweet 
clover wintered well in central Al- 
berta, Fall rye in some sections iS 
over a foot high. In places the fall 
rye winter killed where water lay 
on the crop or where it was not eov- 
ered by snow. 

With anvthing like a normal supply 
of rainfall during the growing season 
the early crop indicitions would ap- 
pear to be very fair, the acreage be- 
ing somewhat less than last year, and 
the seeding period in most parts very 
favorable for doing good spring work, 

Pasture in the central and northern 
parts of Aiberta is short, and will be 
beneritted be good rainfalls. Last 
year’s supplies of fodder have beén 
pretty well exhausted, 

Grasshoppers—Any danger of a real 
menace frem the grasshopper pest 
has not yct developed, The whole 
country was well organized last year, 
ond the work done is showing good 
effects this season.

AT HOME 


Communities zrpw ia proportion to 
the support given them by their resi- 
dents, You cannot boost your city by 
trading elsewhere or placing business 
in other localities that couid he plac- 
ed at home. Folkg who try to ‘save 
pennies oftentimes Jose dollars. The 
is generally honest 
and. offers honest values for your 
money. He can’t afford to be other- 
wise. He depends for his living upon 
the community and must give 
community what it wants at-a fair 
price. When you are tempted to 
trade outside and purchase “just as 
good merchandise at greatly reduced 
prices,’ you should think twice before 
buying. If you are “stung” by your 
home merchant he will no doubt be 
glad to “make an adjustment. The 
out-of-town merchant is not person- 
ally interested in you. He is intent 
on selling you once and probably does 
not expect to sell you again. He 
does not have to take great care in 
preserving your good will. More than 
owing it to your community to trade 
at home, thus keeping your money at 
home, you should give the home mer- 
chant first opportunity to serve you, 
from a sound economic standpoint. 


A’ REAL 
ALBERTA RAIN 


From Edson to Vermilion, and from 
Hudson’s Hope to the international 
boundary, Alberta got a_ thorough 
wetting at the week-end. In the far 
northern districts, reports are that 
the showers were lighter and more 
or less scattered. But from north 
and west of Edmonton to the eastern 
and southern’ boundaries of the pro- 
vince there was almost continuous 
rainfall from ‘noon on Saturday until 
midnight on Sunday. Over this great 
area the ground has. got the best 
soaking it hag had for years. During 
the entire summer of last year there 
was not a downfall in any district 
equal in quantity or duration. * At 
Wetaskiwin 1.90 inches of water fell, 
and the guages at many other points 
will doubtless show a similar record. 


The timeliness of the fall is as im- 
portant as the generous amount of it. 
Wheat has been sown everywhere, 
and in. most districts was up and 
coming along well. But in a good 
many parts the weather has been too 
fine for oat seeding, and farmers were 
holding back until a more liberal 
moisture supply would give the condi- 
tions necessary for quick germination 
of this seed. They certainly got what 
they have been waiting for, and the 
seeders will be the busiest things on 
the farms of this district for the noxt 
week. or so. A very important result 
will be the freshening of the nasture 
and the starting of the hay crop. 
Thus far the pastures have been 
brown and the meadows showed little 
promise of fodder for next winter. Ir 
a week they will not be ‘recognizable. 
Congratulations are’ acebrdingly due 
to the farmer who carries’ a dairy. 
herd or a bunch of beef cattle, His 
difficulties in the present are dispell- 
ed so far as pasture is concerned, and 
the outlook for a feed crop is splen- 
did, 

One rain does not make a crop, any 
more than one swallow makes a sum: 
mer. But one rain at the right time 
goes a long way, and this one caiue 
at precisely the right time. Whatever 
follows, the crop will get away to a 
good start, and only persistent per- 
versity on the part of tha weather 
can prevent a fair harvest. With the 
normal rainfall during the next two 
months the crop should be heavy. 
And the prospect of the summer show- 
ers coming as frequently as usual is 
improved by this business like start 
of the rainy season, A dry spring docs 
not always precede s dry summer}; 
but when the heavy rains come in late 
May the following month can usually 
be counted on to water the crops as 
often and as generously ag they need 
it. The dry period has been broken, 
decisively, and we can calcujate with 
assurance on a better season “than 
last. 

One immediate result of this cop: 
ous downfall will be the restoration 
of confidence among farmerg and 
townsfolk as to the outcome of the 
season, and tha future of the coun- 
try, It is scarcely pulting it too 
strong to say that the succession of 
dry years has shaken the faith of the

public in the déep2ndability of our 
weather conditions, There has beena 
heavy migration of people from this 
province during the past winter and 
spring. The prime cause of it was 
the unsatisfactory crops of recent 
years; and the doubt that we had not 
yet come to the end of the cycle of 
dry seasons. A farming country flour- 
ishes or withers in proportibn to the 
rainfall, A variable rainfall produces 
seasons of activity, with intervening 
years of stagnation. Dry yearg mean 
hard times, and the more of them 
the harder the times. Another drought 
this year oyer a considerable section 
of the province must have been dis- 
astrous. Conditions hereabouts were 
not desperate, but they were discour- 
aging. This break in the weather is 
assurance that Alberta is still Alber- 
ta, that we are at the end of the dry 
years, and may look forward with 
hope and confidence to good an! moe 
uniform crops, and to better condi- 
tions on the farms and in the centres. 
That restoration of faith in the coun- 
try will of itself be of inestimable 
value.., a :

BY AUTO ON THE GULF OF GEORGIA 


HO has not heard of the thou- 

sand isles of the Gulf of 
Georgia? This Gulf is a ramifica- 
tion of the great strait of Juan de 
Fuca famed in legend and history, 
through which tHe Spanish navi- 
gators sailed hundreds of years ago, 
and which is now one of the im- 
portant trade routes of the world.

MANUFACTURE OF 
BINDER TWINE 


Binder twine is made from. sisal, 
manilla or hemp. The sisal plant has 
long spine-like leaves, like a huge 
cactus, and the vase of these leaves 
are shredded by combing, and _ this 
leaves threads of fibre from three to 
four feet long. 

Sisal is*grown” mainly fn Mexico, 
and the adjacent South American re- 
publics, and probably sixty per cent 
of the sisal used in the manufacture 
of binder twine comeg from there. A 
very high grade of sisal, however, 
is also grown in Africa and in the 
Dutch Indies. : 

Hemp is a product of many coun: 
tries and is enly: used in very cheap 
grades of twine. ¢ . 

The best grade of twint is the 659 
foot length, which is pure manilla. 

The next grade of twine is the 600 
foot length, and this will contein, on 
an average, about ¢0 per cen! pure 
manilla, and the balance sisal. No 
binder twine manufacturer makes 600 
foot twine out of pure manilla. 

The next best grade of twine is the 
550 foot length, and this contains 
from fifty to sixty per cent of Mexi- 
can sisal, and the balance African 
and Javanese sisal, with a few strands 
of the long manilla running through 
it as a base, ‘ 

If 550 foot twine is sold as Stan- 
dard Manilla, the public are being de- 
ceived, as it is not manilla twine at 
all, and this applies to all the manu- 
facturers of 550 foot twine. 

The next grade of twine ig the 500 
foot length, and the shorter and coar- 
ser fibre is used in its manufacture, 


and it will not therefore, be as uni- 


form and even as the 600 foot twine.

_At the recent dairymen’s conven- 
tion at Regina Mr. G. H. Hutton, 
superintendent of agriculture and 
animal] industry of the C. P. R. de- 
partment of natura! resources at 
Calgary, gave an interesting descrip- 
tion of a trench silo.

“During recent years it has not 
been a very serious problem to make 
money in ddirying, inasmuch as the

whole milk have been ruling rela- 
tively high during that time, and 
the man who gave his business the 
serious consideration which it should 
receive has been able tr show a 
Satisfactory return on ais  invest- 
ment. : 

“However, with the decline in 
values of all dairy prisducts which 
has taken place during the last 12 
months, and which, according to 
certain forecasts. will continue for 
another six months, the question of 
reducing costs of ptoduction be- 
comes a very live und important 
problem. 

“Cattle give best results when 
supplied with an abundance of suc- 
culent fodder. Jung pastures have 
frequently been named as the ideal 
condition for economical production 
of milk and beef. If by a system of 
pickling grasses or similar fodders 
we can make them available for a 
much longer period or even during 
the entire season when good grass 
is out of season, we wil] have accom- 
plished a result which will contri- 
bute toward the production of maxi- 
mum quantities of milk and butter 
fat at minimum costs. Such a result 
ean be achieved by the use of silos 
and silage crops. K
